.that the drni't ages will !><• extended 
when congress convenes 'next month 
after the summer recess. 
Secretary 


of "Wnr -linker st;ited. when explaiii- 
ing the government's enlarged anny 
program, that it was definitely set- 
tled that congress would be asked 
lo enlarge the draft so that men un- 
der twciity-cii:c and over fhiity-lwo 
<^ou!d he held for 
military service. 


Just what the new age* will be is 
not known, hut there is a strong 
probability that 
all 
men between 


eighteen and forty-five will have to 
register for service. 


Extension of the 
age limits for 


conscription purposes will be read- 


ily accepted by the congress, be- 
cause ail amendment to include old- 
er and younger men in tb* draft was 
lost several weeks ago only because 
congressmen had not been requested 
by the -war department to pass the 
bill. Congress has ever stood ready 
and willing to grant any reasonable 
request of the administration to car- 
ry on the war. Once the war secre- 
tary asks the passage of the amend- 
ment, there is no doubt hut that it 
will be made a law in a very short 
time. 


The need for the extension of the 


draft ages is apparent. Many felt 
that it should have been done when 
the amendment was pending before, 
hut the war department announced 
that it would not urge the passage 
of such an amendment until a full 
investigation had been made. 
It is 


evident that an 
inquiry has been 


onducted 
and 
that 
Secretary of 


War Baker is convinced that such 
a step is essential in the prosecution 
of the war. The government wanted 
the facts before making a move of
